J. A. Bursley, dean 
of students at the University of 
Michigan writes, "It is hard to im- 
agine how era could get along with- 
out the Union. Of course, 1 know 
that if we did not have it, we should 
get by in some way, but certainly 
we are doing many thmn which 
we could not do without the faedi- 
ties offered by it." 

These schools saw the need for 
onion buildings and then proceeded 
to procure them. Their monay- 
raismg methods were no easier than 
our own will be. The point is, they 
recognised and met a nationally felt 
college need. Duke and Purdue 
have elaborate union buildings. 

We, at Kentucky, see no particu- 
lar virtue in "keeping up with the 
Jonesee" Under moat circumstances, 
bnt, in this particular case, we do. 
Other schools in our class do. We 
realise the need and importance of 
such a building as a student study 
and social center, and for welding 
into a more understanding and Imr- 
monlous group the diversified ele- 
ments of university life. Why not 
a Student Union building at the 
University of Kentucky?
